Dave Dick is continuing the 
legacy his father left for him 
with a generous gift to One-

The president of Niagara 
Motors is celebrating the 70th 
anniversary of the Virgil car 
dealership with a donation 
of $50,000 from the Dick fam¬ 
ily to help purchase a piece 
of equipment that could save 
lives. 

This piece of equipment, 
called a Stainer, will be used 
at the St. Catharines hospi¬ 
tal site to provide faster, more 
conclusive results in biopsy 

Both Dick's parents, Ella 
and Dave Dick Sr., died of 
cancer within months of each 

“It might have saved my 
parents,” he says. 

His mother Ella died of 
melanoma in 2013, and Dave 

prostate cancer, after several 
biopsies failed to show the 
presence of cancer. 

If this piece of diagnostic 
equipment had been availa¬ 
ble at the time he was tested, 
he might still be alive, says 


“Every family is touched by 
cancer, and this makes diag¬ 
nosis so quick, when speed 
is of the essence. In time 
this is going to help thou¬ 
sands of people. It’s so fast 
and so accurate. Wait times 
will be reduced. We have real 
expertise here in Niagara - 
it’s incredible. We also have 
the science and the technol¬ 
ogy, but we have to pay for 
the technology. The prov¬ 
ince doesn't provide funding 
for equipment, so that’s what 

OneFoundation is also 
putting $50,000 toward 
the equipment that costs 
$125,000 - hopefully there is 
another business in Niagara 
that will donate the remain¬ 
ing $25,000 to help save lives, 
says Dick. 

His father, a fruit farmer 
before purchasing Niagara 
Motors on Niagara Stone 
Road, bought the GMC deal¬ 
ership in 1961, when he was 
just 33 years old. 

Throughout his life he 
believed in giving back to his 
community. In addition to a 
stint in politics, he served on 
the board of the Niagara-on - 
the-Lake Hospital, and was a 
strong supporter of Interna¬ 
tional Child Care.
